The 
fine tuning control only functionates when 
AUTO (AFT)/MFT switch is MFT (J) 
mode.

CHANNEL SELECTION 


DIRECT CHANNEL SELECTION 

Using the keyboard on the set or Remote Con- 

trol can immediately tune a desired channel 

simply by entering the channel number. 

Example: Channels with one digit number (i.e. 

channel 03) can be tuned in two ways. 

1) By entering the number ‘0’ and the number 
‘3' the channel switches immediately. 

2) By entering only the number ‘3' wait about 
‘3' seconds after pressing the button and 
the channel switches. 


For channels with two digit numbers either 
VHE/UHF or CABLE (i.e.: channel 31) press 
the '3' and the '1' and the channel switches 
immediately. 

For CATV channel selection refer to the con- 
version table in page 7 or the TV guide sup- 
plied by the cable company. 


CHANNEL STEPPING SELECTION

SEARCHING SELECTION 

(CH. UP/DOWN) 

Set the AUTO (AFT)/MFT mode switch to 
AUTO (AFT) (mL) to permit this operation. 


Press this control, and an automatic search 
starts for a broadcasting TV channel. When 
you release the control the channel number 
being received is indicated on screen. 

UP (CH +): 

Push this button and a search starts upwards 
and then locks the next higher broadcasting 
TV channels. 


DOWN (CH -): 

Push this button, and a search starts 
downwards and then locks the next lower 
broadcasting TV channel. 


UP or DOWN: 

If you constantly hold this button the search 
system will stop at the next higher or lower 
broadcasting station for about 1.5 seconds, 
then continue to search for the next station 
where it will again pause, and so on.

CABLE TV INSTRUCTION 


Note to CATV System installer 


This reminder is provided to call the CATV system installer's attention to Article 820-22 
of the NEC that provides guidelines for proper grounding and, in particular, specifies 
that the cable ground shall be connected to the grounding system of the building, as 
close to the point of cable entry as practical. 


Channel number assignment for the cable tuning mode begins with 0 through 64, omits the 
unassigned numbers 65 through 94, then proceeds from 95 through 99. The specific chan- 
nel number assignments and the corresponding alphabetical designation are shown below 
in the channel table.

BATTERIES 

The Remote Control is powered by batteries (two type AAA 1.5V). 

The batteries should be inserted as shown below. 

Batteries should be changed after approximately one year use to ensure continued good 
performance. 


BATTERY (1.5V x 2) AAA 


* Remove the battery compartment lid by sliding it in the direction of the arrow 
* Remove the batteries and insert two type AAA batteries. 


Note: For correct polarity the large base of the battery should be placed against the spring. 


SETTING SLEEP TIMER 


The sleep timer allows you to watch TV so that it will turn off in a certain amount of time by itself. 
Press the SLEEP button on the Remote control. The ON SCREEN DISPLAY will show 90 
minutes (maximum sleep time). 

The time decreases by 10 minutes each time the SLEEP button is pressed while SLEEP TIME 
is displayed on-screen. After the SLEEP TIME reaches 10 minutes, the SLEEP TIME decreases 
5 minutes. If you set the SLEEP TIME for 0, sleep mode is erased. The minimum SLEEP TIME 
you can set is 5 minutes. If the SLEEP button is not pressed within 5 seconds, the SLEEP 
TIME on the ON-SCREEN DISPLAY will automatically change to the channel number you are 
watching. 

To check the SLEEP TIME setting, press the SLEEP button. You can adjust SLEEP TIME again 
while SLEEP TIME is displayed on-screen. 

The ON SCREEN DISPLAY will show the remaining SLEEP TIME and then, it will automnatical- 
ly show the channel number you are watching after 5 seconds.

CONTRAST CONTROL
